Who is Right. 

The readers of this journal will have 
observed with some surprifie that, in 
the course of the debate which took 
place in the Legislative Assembly on 
Wednesday, upon Mr. Ilobson's reso- 
lution for the more frequent holding of 
Courts of Assize and Nisi Prius, there 
was a direct conflict of opinion between 
the Attorney General, on the one hand, 
and between the ex-Attorney General 
and the ex-Provincial Secretary, on the 
other, as to whether or not the travel- 
ling expenses of tho Judges and Regis- 
trars of the Supreme Court of this Pro- 
vince are defrayed by the Federal Gov- 
ernment. Wo observe that our local 
contemporary makes no mention of the 
oircumstanco in its report! Mr. Robert- 
son stated that "The travelling expen- 
ses of the Judgos and Registrars were 
paid by tho Dominion Government 
and cost tho Province nothing." Mr. 
Walkem said "That was a mistako, 
and that] the Judges' and Registrars' 
travelling expenses would havo to be 
paid by the Province." Mr. McCreight 
supported tho position taken by Mr. 
Robertson, stating emphatically that 
these were paid by tho Dominion Gov- 
ernment. The point is one of no in- 
considerable interest, inasmuch as it 
involves, oris likely to involve an annual 
expenditure of five or six thousand 
dollars. Looking at the matter as pre- 
sented in the House, the public will be 
apt to conclude that the Attorney Gen- 
eral is mistaken; and one cannot help 
expressing surprise that he should have 
been so ready to contradict both of 
his late colleaguos in a matter of fact 
respecting which they wore, from the 
very nature of thoir duties, likely to be 
bettor informed than himsolf . It was 
reasonable to expect that all three 
would have been well informed upon 
tho point. Passing from what is dono 
to what is provided for, we find that, 
in the Treaty of Union, which is our 
Magna Charta, the Dominion Govern- 
ment undertakes to defray, amongst 
other charges, "Salaries and allow- 
ances of the Judges of the Supreme 
Courts and the County or District 
Courts." Reading this in the light of 
the positive statement made by two 
members of the lato Government, no 
one will hesitate to believe that tho 
word "allowances" covers the travel- 
ling expenses of the Judges; and al- 
though no mention appears to be made 
of the Registrars of the Supreme 
Court, it is gratifying to learn that tho 
travelling expenses of these officers 
nre ap-so included. The information is 
especially interesting in view of the 
recent addition to the staff of Judges 
and the contemplated increase of the 
sessions of tho Court throughout the 
country. There is another subject, 
•in some sense connected with the 
present, to which we would briefly 
advert. Negotiations are now going on 
with a fair prospect of a successful 
issue, for the purpose of having tho 
Registrars of the Supreme Court trans- 
ferred, like the Judges, to the Federal 
list. There appears to bo many 
reasons why it should be so, — why the 
Supreme Court Judges should feel that 
officers with whom they must maintain 
such intimate relations should, like 
themselves, bo raised, as it were, 
above the varying currents and ever 
shifting quicksands of local politics. 
If there is one tiling more than another 
in respect of which wo gain in a com- 
parison with our Republican neigh- 
bours, it is in this, that tho Judiciary 
is raised above tho influence of politics, 
— a circumstance to which wo do not 
hesitate chiefly to attribute its greater 
purity. In view of these negotiations, 
which, if successful, would reliovo tho 
Province of the salaries of these offi- 
cers; in view of the discovery that the 
Federal ( rovernment does pay their 
travelling expenses, as well as in view 
of the necessity for holding more 
frequent sessions of the Court through- 
out the country, wo cannot help con- 
cluding that thejaction of the present 
Government in summarily dismissing 
one of the Registrars is ill timed. If, 
as there appears to be every reason to 
anticipate, the Federal Government 
should consent to pay the salaries, as 
well as the travelling expenses, of the 
Registrars, tho Province will have lost 
everyway by this action; for wo could 
not very well turn round and tell tho 
Federal Government that two Regis- 
trars are necessary, when the Local 
Government has just decided that two 
arc not necessary. 



The Mining Laws of British 
Columbia contrasted with 
those of other Countries. 

Such is the title of a pamphlet by Col. 
Lano, of the mining firm of Lane, Kurtz & 
Co. of Villiams Oroek, Cariboo. As indi- 
cated by the title, the mining laws of thin 
Province are contrasted with those of tho 
United States and the old Provinces of 
tho Dominion of Canada, with a view to 
showing how very far behind British Co- 
lumbia is in tliis rcHpcot. And it must 
be admittod that the author has succeed- 
ed in making out a good caso as against 
tho Pacific Province. "Many American 
placer mines," says Col. Lane, "have 
been Bold at largo figures in London and 
othor cities. British Columbia pluccr 
mines, such as the Ballarat, Forest Hose, 
Pluck Pull, Van Winkle, Gladstone, and 
others too numerous to mention, should 
bring like favorable prices. The Ameri- 
can minor can Rivo a United States Patont 
(the Dominion of Canada is equally liber- 
al). Put the miner of British Columbia 
cim give no satisfactory title. To tho 
minor living upon tho ground tho possoss- 
ory title is good. But tho same is worth- 
less to tho capitalist who lives in London, 
San Francisco, or elsewhere. Thoy re- 
quire a proprietory titlo. Such laws os 



we have here rule out those who would 
buy for cash. When Mr. Pearcy sold to 
his partners, ho did not increaso tho 
wealth of Cariboo. If a sale is made to 
outside parties it is so much added to tho 
wealth of this country. * * * So long 
as the law prevents the miner from soil- 
ing to the highest bidder, it debars him 
from one of the principal chances of mak- 
ing money. Will liberal laws drive nion 
from tho country ? I believe tho prosent 
law has boon tho cause of many men 
leaving British Columbia. * * * The 
Dominion of Canada is prospering under 
more liboral mining laws. Tho minos of 
Lake Superior, though young when coin- 
pared with thojminos of British Columbia, 
havo fur surpassed us in prosperity, while 
Cariboo, which in my estimation is tho 
bont mining district within tho Confeder- 
ation of Canada, is almost dead. I be- 
hove sho would awaken to now lifo and 
energy under more liboral laws." After 
alluding to the mining laws of Ontario 
and of Prussia, which give tho fee simple 
of the minorals with that of the soil, the 
author proceeds to say: "The laws of the 
Dominion are the same. Thoy do notj in- 
terfere with tho working or holding of 
proprietory or possessory titles by miners, 
and they place no restrictions upon the 
minor, regarding ditches, bod rook flumes, 
laying over, mining boards, or time or 
manner of working, but leave such regu- 
lations to the miners themselves who puss 
their own laws regarding local rights. 
The miners on Peace River may desire 
ditch or other rights different from the 
Cariboo miners. If so let them regulate 
it themselves on the spot. If a lease is 
applied for let the miners in the district 
recommend it or not as they seo proper. 
But don't compel the applicant to wait 
for the slow coach of Government month 
after month. I applied for a lease on 
Willow River, May 1st, 187'2, and received 
no answer until August '22nd. Tho appli- 
cation is still, "swinging round the circle. ' 
In the Dominion and in tho United 
States I could havo bought tho ground 
formed a company, had the machinery up- 
on tho ground and in working order m 
less time than it takes this Government 
to say yes or no." Having made volu- 
minous extracts from tho mining laws of 
Canada and tho United States, Col. Lano 
then concludes his interesting pamphlet : 
"I desire to buy or leaso mining ground 
for tho purpose of bringing capital, ma- 
chinery, money and men into this colony. 
I am willing and prepared to pay for it. 
I want each rights of mining as I can buy 
for cash from othor Governments. If 
liberal laws are passed mining men from 
Ran Francisco, London and other mining 
markets will come to British Columbia to 
buy mining properties. As long as tho 
law remains as at present the froo miners 
have nothing to sell. Change tho law 
and by helping tho miner you aid the 
capitalist. Thoir interest in many things 
are tho same. I am aware that tho Gov- 
ernment intended to pass a law regarding 
Silver minos. But that, although proper, 
will not help the gold minor. I believe 
there are about 100 gold miners to 1 silver 
minor. * * * If the Government will 
sell Crown Grants for silver minos, how 
can they refuse to sell placer mines to the 
Froo Miner ? Your neighbor bids high 
with liberal laws for tho emigrant, miner 
and capitalist. If British Columbia de- 
sires them let her do likewise. Remem- 
ber, that fully forty thousand miners 
havo visited this country. You did not 
bid high enough to keep them and lost 
them. British Columbia is still, bidding 
low. I again ask your influence to aid in 
having the "Gold Mining Ordinance, 
1807, " repealed and a liberal law passed 
in its place, which will aid the Free Minor, 
and through him every* interest in the 
Province, by attracting capital and capi- 
talists to our shores." The views thus 
put forward are deserving of great consid- 
eration, both on account of tho import- 
ance of the subject treated, and because 
their author is a gentlemen well qualified 
from long experience and observation, na 
Mining Engineer, to form correct opin- 
ions in regard to the subject upon which 
ho has undertaken to write. Tho ap- 
pearance of this little work just now is 
very opportune, inasmuch as in a few 
days the attention of tho Local Legisla- 
ture will be occupied with a bill to amend 
tho mining laws of this Province.

Assembly- 

SECOND SESSION. 

Thursday, .Tun. 16. 
The Speaker took the Chair at 2 p.m. 

l'HIVILKGK. 

Mr. Robertson rose to a question of 
privilego and said that yesterday he had 
asked the lion. Premier tho intention of 
the Government with respect to the Re- 
gistrar and Deputy Registrar of the Su- 
premo Court. lie (Mr. Robertson) had 
put a plain question and the lion. Pre- 
mier replied that the Government had the 
matter under its consideration, lie (Mr. 
Robertson) had the best authority for 
stating that at the very time the hon. 
Premier made that reply the Ministry had 
actually disposed of tho question and had 
decided to drop one of the Registrars. 
[Hear.] He (Mr. Robertson) had come 
into the House disposed to givo the Gov- 
ernment a support as far as he could, but 
he must say that his inquiry had been 
treated in a most extraordinary manner. 
[Hear, hear. J In future he would thank 
tho Government if it would not answer a 
question to say so at, once and not resort 
to equivocation. [Cheers. J 

Hon. Mr. Walkem — I can explain that. 

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos replied that, so 
far as ho was aware at the time the ques- 
tion was put, no formal determination 
had been arrived at beyond instituting an 
inquiry as to what could bo dono with 
one of the Registrars. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem— After the question 
had been answered several letters woro 
brought in for me to sign and I signed 
them at my desk in the House. This was 
about 3 or -1 o'clock. 

Mr. Robertson— I should like to soe 
one of thoso letters. Ths question was 
asked and tho answer in substanc-o by tho 
Premier was that tho matter was still 
pending. 

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos— The matter was 
not decided at the time the question was 
asked. 

Mr. Robertson wished to see the letter. 
Let it be shown. [Hear, j 

The messenger was dispatched for the 
lettor-book anil upon his return 

Hon. Mr. Walkem read a letter from 
the Government to the Supreme Court 
Judges stating that the Government hud 
decided to dispense with on.- of the Re- 
gistrars, and asking which of tho gentle- 
men could be parted with with least in- 
jury to the public service. 

Mr. Robertson— I did not wish to press 
this matter; but it is obvious that before 
'2 o'clock yesterday the Executive had no- 
tified the'.Tudges that they had decided to 
dispense with the services of one of tho 
Registrars. [Hear, hear. | 

Mr. DeCosmos said that the Attorney- 
General (who was Minister of Justice) hail 
assumed that a decision had been reached 
by tho Executive, and that he had written 
the letter. It was the first time that he 
(Mr. DeCosmos) had seen the letter. 

Mr. Robertson— Oh! 

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos-— Well, at any rate, 
it wasn't my f4ult. 

Mr. McCreight said the Attorney-Gen- 
eral never presumed to write out letters 
indicating the policy of a Government un- 
til the policy of that Government had 
been decided upon. 

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos— It may he found 
that former Attorney-Generals| have done 
worse. [Sensation and expressions of dis- 
approbation. I 

Mr. McCreight— I shall lie glad if the 
hon. gentleman can point them out. 

PUDLIC INQUIRIES AID AiT. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem introduced this Rill, 
which was read a first time.

Mr. Robertson introduced a bill to ex- 
tend the Law of Replevin, which was 
read a first time. 

POLLING PLACES. 

Mr. Smith moved that a respectful ad- 
dress be presented to his Excellency the 
Lieut. -Governor, praying that he will 
have additional polling places established 
in the Yale-Lytton District, as follows: 
Boston Bar, Foster's Bar, Cook's Ferry, 
head of Nicola Lake, Savouas's Ferry, 
Okanagan Lake Mission, and Wild Horse 
Creek in the Kootenay District. The hon. 
mover said that at the last election not. 
more than one-half the votes in the Dis- 
trict were polled from lack of sufficient 
polling places. 

Mr. Robinson seconded. 

On motion of Mr. Barns ton, Karomos 
was added. 

On motion of Mr. Mara, Duck & Prin- 
o;lo's was added. 

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos asked the number 
of voters at Boston Bar, Cook's Perry and 
Bavona's Perry '! 

Mr. Smith replied that on the old list 
the number was small; but the number 
had been greatly increased of late. Ho 
con/d not tell the exact number. 

Mr. Walkem offered as an amendment 
that Boston Bar, Poster's Bar and Cook's 
Ferry bo struck out of tho resolution, but 
subsequently withdrew the amendment. 

Tho resolution was passed. 

NANAIMO HARBOR. 

Mr. Robson moved that an humble ad- 
dress be presented to His Excellency tho 
Lieut. -Governor praying that he will take 
such steps as may be necessary for the 
purpose of urging upon the Federal Gov- 
ernment tho necessity of having Nanaimo 
Harbor properly buoyed and marked. 
The hon. mover said ho had applied for it 
to the proper Federal officer and that the 
motion was made witli the knowledge and 
consent of that gentleman | hear. J Na- 
naimo harbor was of great commercial imj 
portanco and a late unfortunate occur- 
rence might havo boon obviated if the 
cliaunol had been properly niarkad, 

Mr. Bunster took great pleasure in se- 
eonding the reoolutiou, which was passed 
URfluimouBly. 



V. W. COT.'HT-HCt'BE. 

Mr. Humphreys moved that an humble 
address be presented to His Excellency 
tho Lieut. -Governor praying that all ten- 
ders and all correspondence (if any) in 
respect of the building of tho new Court- 
house at Now Westminster, bo laid before 
this House. Mr. Humphreys said he did 
not like the word "humble." Tho mo- 
tion was not as ho had written it. Ho 
diil not like tho word "humble" and in 
tho original resolution had asked for a 
"respectful" address, itc. 

Mr. Bunster seconded. 

Mr. Holbrook complained of a want of 
courtesy towards himself as representa- 
tive of New Westminster City on the 
part of the hon. member for Lillooet. He 
(Mr. Holbrook) ought to have moved tho 
resolution, and tho act of tho hou. mem- 
ber was impertinent. 

Mr. Humphreys asked if a member of 
a District refused or failed to bring for- 
ward a resolution on a certain matter af- 
fecting his District, a member for another 
District had not a right to bring one in. 

Mr. Holbrook read the tenders and said 
"the man Parker," one of tho tenderers, 
could not bo found, and tho contract was 
given to tho next highest bidder. 

Hon. Mr. Armstrong said tho hon. 
member for Liliooet had said thoro was 
good ground for faultfinding. 

Mr. Humphreys said he had not said so. 
But there were many complaints against 
the manner in which tho contracts were 
given out. 

Hon. Mr. Armstrong said the lion, 
member had traveled beyond his jurisdic- 
tion in interfering with another District 
than his own. The time was being frit- 
tered away discussing foolish street re- 
ports. 

Hon. Mi-. Walkem— Tlfo tenders will 
be laid before the House. 

Mr. Uobson asked if hon members for- 
got that they owed a duty to the Province 
as well as to the District's V H« support- 
ed the resolution as being proper Ho 
had heard a good deal about certain irre- 
gularities with respect to the letting of 
this contract. Ho did not believe them; 
but it was in bad taste for a momber of 
the lato Government to clamor against the 
inquiry, 

Mr. Humphreys replied that whenever 
a public matter involving the expenditure 
of the pooplo's money came up ho would 
seo that it was honestly explained. 

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos said it would be a 
gentlemanly act to have submitted the re- 
solution first to tho Members for tho Dis- 
trict. 

The resolution was carried. 

LAND SALES. 

Mr. Mara moved that an humble ad- 
dress be presentod to His Excellency the 
Lieutenant-Governor, praying that ho 
will recommend tho Dominion Govern- 
ment to pass at Act legalising all sales 
of land in this Province since tho 1st of 
June, INTO. 

The hon mover said that owing to the 
mistakes of a former Administration 
this Address was made necessary. In 
several cases (which ho instanced) set- 
tlers had pre-empted lands and 
bought adjacent lauds from tho Govern- 
ment; for the purchased lands no title 
could now be had, and notwithstanding 
that they had dug ditches and put up 
fences and buildings they were now in 
danger of losing their property because 
the lands were liable to be taken by the 
Railway Company or to be jumped. He 
wished to secure the holders in the 
possession of tho lands. He urged upon 
the Government tho necessity of attend- 
ing to this matter at once. 

Mr. Hughes, in tho interest of the ag- 
riculturists, seconded the resolution. The 
improvements had been made in good 
faith and the holders should be protected 
or a great wrong would be done and set- 
tlers driven away. 

The resolution was carried. 

attorney-general's clerk. 

Mr. Humphreys asked whether the ser- 
vices of the Clerk in the Attorney-Gener- 
al's Otlice now aro, or havo been, employ- 
ed to do any work in respect of the pri- 
vate practice of the late or present Attor-

In 
ilie last 1(5 months he was informed the 
Clerk had done two days' private work for 
the Attorney-General.

DRAINAGE AND DYKING LANDS HILL. 

Mr. McCreight pressed for the second 
roadingof this bill. He preferred sub- 
mitting it to the judgment of the House 
than letting it go to a Committee. Mis- 
apprehension as to its nature had occur- 
red hon. gentlemen believing that 
through its provisions considerable sums 
of money would be handled without the 
knowledge or consent of this House. Not 
one dollar would be expended without its 
sanction. It would work in this wise: — 
For instance, tho Lands and Works De- 
partment sees Bonio piano to ho dyked, tit 
for agricultural purposes, Artor pausing 
inquiries to bo made and an examination 
of tho spot, appropriations with this object 
in view aro recommended. Individuals 
can certainly make thoso improvements 
without any" interference on the part of 
the Government, In England landed 
proprietors club together for tho purpose. 
This has never been attempted here; nor 
could it well be done. The capital is not 
forthcoming. It takes a Wild Land Tax 
to induce men to improve lands that do 
require draining — leaving out of the 
question the furthei expenditure of 
money upon dyking. Largo tracts of 
land could be retained in this way from 
New Westminster to tho mouth of Fraser 
River on tho delta and outlying islands by 



n continuous Bystcm of dyking. By a 
moderate outlay some of tho best lands 
north of tho Columbia could he thus re- 
claimed. Will tho farmers join in doing 
this V Some of tho lands belong to pri- 
vate individuals and some to Government. 
Both should join. But no individual 
could be expected to expend ($50,000 — ■ a 
sum which would improvo land beyond 
his own, tho Crown Lands — and, therefore, 
tho Government must bear tho brunt of 
tho expenditure. 

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos having frequently 
interrupted Mr. McCreight, the attention 
of the Speaker was called to the Premier's 
conduct and the Speaker demanded or- 
der. 

Mr. McCreight continued to express 
his surprise that the hon. Premier, a poo- 
pies' man, a man of enlarged ideas, should 
be found opposing the second reading of 
a Bill which was intended to advance, tho 
people's interest*. The object of the Bill 
was to redeem immense tracts of land that 
wero unavailable for cultivation, [hear. J 
Ho objected to its going to a Soloot Com- 
mittee, because four members of the Com- 
mittee were bitterly hostile to tho Bill. 
In his belief the House could doal best 
with the matter. Ho had spent a great 
deal of time and trouble upon tho Bill, 
which was identical with the Ontario Act, 
and a Solect Committee would bo synony- 
mous with giving it a six months' "hoist." 
He concluded, amid tho cheers of the 
House, to press for tho second reading. 

Mr. Robson complimented the hon. pro- 
moter, who, he said, had made tho best 
speech he hud ever listened to in the 
House, it would havo been a cruel thing 
to have given a Bill like this a six months' 
"hoist;" yet the amendment for a Select 
Committee proposed to put an mid to the 
Hill in quite as effectual a manner as the 
proposition for a "hoist." The Bill was 
a most important ono. It could be modi- 
fied in Committee of tho Whole, and left 
for one year for hon. mombors to say how 
far it should be set in motion in their re- 
spective districts. 

Mr. Bunster thought the Bill too cum- 
berous; but some measure of the kind was 
urgently needed. Ho was glad to see 
lion, mombors who a year ago ignored the 
interests of the farmers, now rising up to 
protect their interests. [ Cheers, j The 
hon. member for New Westminster city, 
who a year ago had voted for the Cana- 
dian Tariff, now wished to foster the farm- 
ing interests. lie was gl.nl, too, to see 
tho senior member for Victoria city com- 
ing round to his way of thinking, [laugh- 
ter and cheers. J Even the hon. momber 
for Nanaimo had come round. Ho depre- 
cated a six months' "hoist" and a Select 
Committee. With the assistance of tho 
whole House tho Bill might be brought 
into good shape. 

Mr. Smith said he did not bolieve in 
Sslect Committees. It was better to com- 
mit justifiable homicide on the floor of 
this House than to perpetrate murdor in 
a Select Committee. 

Mr. Booth favored a Solect Committee. 

Hon. Dr. Ash, while supporting the 
amendment, would regret if his vote was 
calculated to affect the incisure injurious- 

Hon. Mr. Beaven favored a Select Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Smitho said he had now good rea- 
son to believe that if the Bill wero refer- 
red to a Select Committee it would be 
killed, because the Committee was gener- 
ally composed of members who bad op- 
posed the Bill. Every desirable improve- 
ment could be matte in Committee of tho 
Whole. 

Mr. Robertson referred to the large 
character of tho question which really in- 
volved the larger question of tho settle- 
ment of the country, [hear. ] Ho denied 
that the Bill would inflict an additional 
charge upon tho country. Tho House 
would havo to give the Government au- 
thority to use the money .The late Govern- 
ment had been hounded for not doing 
more in the interest of immigration. He 
asked what would be done with 20 fami- 
lies who landod here to-day ? You could 
not send them to the interior,bocauso the 
land required tube irrigated. You could 
not send them to tho Delta of the Fraser, 
because the lands were not dyked. He 
referred to the great value and produc- 
tiveness of lands that had been redeemed 
in California by the moans proposed to 
bo adopted by this Bill, and continued at 
some length to explain the provisions of 
tho Bill, and tho advantages that would 
flow from its passage. 

Mr. Barnston spoke in favor of tho Se- 
lect Committee. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem made a long speech 
in support of tho Select Committee, in 
the course of which he said that if tho 
dyking principle was lost, the Ministry 
must leave their seats ! 

Mr. Holbrook spoke forcibly and ably 
in support of a second reading. 

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos roso to explain and 
said that tho hon. promoter of tho Bill 
was more suspicious than generous. He 
denied that the member for Vale and the 
junior member for Cariboo had been put 
up by the Government to give the Bill a 
six mouths' "hoist.'' The Government 
was in favor of dyking and draining. 

Mr. Robson called tho hon. Premier to 
order. 

Mr. Smith did not understand that the 
hon. promoter ofthe Bill had ehargod that 
tho Government had put him up to move, 
a sit months' "hoist" [Hear. J But he 
would state that ho had never had conver- 
sation with any members of the Govern- 
ment on the subject. 

Mr. Barnston spoke in the same strain. 

Mr. Hughes would vote for tho amend- 
ment as the best way in which to advance 
tho interests of the Bill. 

Mr. Humphreys said that it was tho in- 
tention of the Ministry to kill the Bill by 
the appointment of a Select Committee 
notoriously hostile to tho moasure. The 
intention was not to bring the report in 
again this session, 

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos, to show that the 
Government was in earnest, would 
amend the amendment to cause tho Com- 
mittee to report next Tuesday. 

Mr. Humphreys took that remark for 
what it was worth. Two years ago, he 
[Mr. Humphreys] had introduced a mea- 
sure which was not passed. Ho was not 
in favor of this Bill us a whole and would 
move busont|al amendment's in Cm-uniittoo. 
The hon. Att'yrQenera.1 had said that 
adverse report from a Seleot Committee 
would cause tho Ministry to leavo their 
seats. Re bolieyod tho Ministry had not 
the confidence of this House, [hoar, heart 
and he advised tliom to bo vory careful 
what they did. j < 'liners. ) 

Mr. Robson rose to a question of privi- 
lege, to ask what the Parliamentary Rule 
was in the appointment of Selont Commit- 
tees, whether it wuh not un-Parliamontary 
to nominate hon. gentlemen on a Select 
Committee who had expressed an opinion 
adverse to the measure ? 

Tho Speaker deoided that it was. 

Mr. Robson said that the hon. junior 



Member for Cariboo and Mr. Robinson 
were both opposed to tho principle of the 
Bill. 

Mr. Barnston denied that ho was. 

Mr. Smitlie said that no gentleman 
who had seconded a motion for a six 
months' "hoist" could be in favor of it. 

Mr. Barnston here asked to bo excused 
from service on the Committee. 

Mr. Booth nominated Mr. Somlin. 

Mr. Robinson said he was in favor of 
the principle of dyking and draining, but 
not in accordance witli the principles of 
the Bill. He objected to the hon gentle- 
man (Mr. Robson) putting words into his 
mouth. 

Mr. Semlin and lion. Mr. Armstrong 
explained their positions. 

Mr. Bunster objected to Mr. Barnston 
being on tho Committee. 

Mr. Barnston hero announced that if 
appointed he would servo on tho Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. McCreight said that there woro four 
mombors on the Committee who wero op- 
posed to tho Bill. 

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos here became vory 
much excited and said that he would not 
submit to be traduced by tho hon. mem- 
bers. 

Tho amendment was carried— 15 to 9. 

HOAD ORDINANCE EXTENSION HILL. 

Hon. Mr, Walkem moved the second 
of this Bill. 

On motion of Mr. Senilin it was refer- 
red to a Select Committee composed of 
Messrs. Saul, Mara, Semlin, Barnston, 
McCreight and Smith. 

House adjourned till Friday at 2 o'clock 
p. m. 

Mr. Bull's Lecture. --This excellent 
lecturer entertained an audience of about 
150 persons at the .Mechanics Hall last 
evening. He touched very cleverly on 
the peculiarities of English civilization in 
the present age as contrasted with that of 
former ages, especially evinced by the 
softening of the corrective administration 
of the law of tuition anil of religious in- 
struction. A further illustration was 
shown in a comparison drawn 
between tho war policy of France and the 
arbitration or peace policy of England. 
Another peculiarity of the age was shown 
in the relation of the Parent State with 
its offspring thro' the Colonial Empire. 
Several good local "hits" were got off at 
the expense of tho press in cooking up 
sensational items; at that of tho unstable 
order of things called "Responsible Gov- 
ernment"; at the McCreight Ministry for 
allowing the Lieut. Governor to bo the 
Government; and at the present Ministry, 
winding up by expressing a hope that His 
Honor would now find his level. Ritual- 
ism came in for its share. The Church 
of England, in foisting this bauble upon 
her communicants, instead of rising to a 
height with her mission, was likened to the 
untidy servant girl who, reproached with 
her slovenliness, came out decked with 
tawdry finery. The most effective part of 
the lecture was where allusion was made 
to tho effects of compulsory education, and 
it was shown how, in the past, the brawny 
arm of the peasant had conquered Eng- 
land her present proud position, which 
his cultivated brain would now maintain. 
The audience was now in appreciative 
silence, now in warm npplause, showing 
in every way the entire success of the lec- 
ture. 




BrssiAN and British Interests in Ckn- 
tral Asia. -Tho London Times seems 
very nervous about Central Asia, and says 
Russian conquests, even if directed 
against us, do not matter yet, as the In- 
dian Empire is as strong' as Rusiia, and 
can fight her in Afghanistan. We opine 
that the battle ground will not be in that 
country, but on the Persian Isthmus. 
With the sea as our base, and in our 
hands, we can bait], the advance of any 
Russian army. Both Lord Palmorston 
and Sir James Outturn shared in this 
opinion.

LAST NIGHT'SJJISPATCHES. 

Europe. 

London, Jan. 13 — -Tho uniform of a 
Fiold Marshal which clothes tho re- 
mains of Napoleon is the same as was 
worn by him at Sedan. The body will 
lie in state from noon until 3 o'clock p. 
m. A political conference will be hold at 
Chiselhurst on Tuesday, when the ex- 
pediency of a formal proclamation from 
the Empress and the status of Prince Na- 
poleon will be taken into consideration. 

London, Jan. 10. — Empress Eugonio 
and household at Chiselhurst wore pre- 
sont at the bedside of Napoleon whon he 
died. Tho Emperor showed slight signs 
of consciousness toward his last moments 
and spoke to tho Empress twice in a vory 
feoblo tone of voice. Tho last indication 
of life was a smile, when the Empress 
knelt to kiss her dying husband. She 
was completely overcome by oniotion and 
fainted at his bedside. Prince Imperial, 
who had been summoned by telegraph 
from Woolwich, arrived at Chiselhurst 
fifteen minutes after tho death. Queen 
Victoria sunt a message of condolenco. 
Tho Prince of Wales and Prince Teck 
visited Chiselhurst yesterday. The re- 
mains will probably bo placed temporar- 
ily in St. Mary's Church. Tho Prince of 
Wales has requested a postponement of 
all French plays at the theatres in London 
as well as of a ball which was about to bo 
given in his honor. It is said that the 
Dean of Canterbury Cathedral offered, 
subject to tho approval of tho Home Of- 
fice, a crypt in the Cathedral beneath tha 
crown of Thomas a Bocket, as temporary 
tomb for his remains. 

Berlin, Jan. 13.— The Cros Gazette to- 
day contains a bittor article against Eng- 
land. It considers the invasion of Khi- 
dive by tho Russian troops, tho negotia- 
tions of Prussia and Portugal for the ac- 
quisition of Piloaga Bay and the measure 
taken by tho United States iu regard to 
the Sandwich Islands. It also makes at- 
tacks on tho prestige engendered. 

Rome, Jan. 18. — The Pope gave an au- 
dience to a large number or visitors from 
abroad, among whom were several eccle- 
siastics. Ho addressed tho latter compli- 
mentary of the treatment the Church had 
received at tho hands of European powers 
and ended as follows: "The Governments 
strike the Church which is striken hb it 
first was striken. It was the duty of the 
Government to defend tho Church where- 
as they seem to destroy it with morality."

Europe. 

London, Jan. 11. — The body of Napo- 
leon has been embalmed, and will lie in 
state on Monday and Tuesday. Tho 
report that Eugenie will issue a pro- 
clamation announcing her assumption of 
the regoncy during the minority of the 
Prince Imperial is denied. 

The British Court will be in mourning 
from January 14th to tho 24th, for tho late 
Emperor. 

Guilford Onslow and George Whalley, 
members of Parliament, will appear at the 
Court of Queen's Bench on the 20th inst., 
for having, in speeches delivered, at St. 
James Hall, accused Sir John Duke Col- 
eridge of being engaged in a conspiracy 
against the Tichborne claimate. The trial 
of the claimant on a charge of perjury will 
commence on April 23d. 

Eastern States. 

New York, Jan. 10- The Washington 
dispatches say a subsidy of SI ,000,000 per 
annum for the Pacific Mail Company's 
China service is agreed to by the House 
Appropriation Committe totake effect July 
1st. 

New York, Jan. 13. —Mrs. Sherman's 
confession tills ten columns ; it shows 
how she murdered eight persons by poi- 
son. 

Chicaho, Jan. 13. — Mail accounts of 
tho recent storm in Iowa and Minnesota 
show it to be the most severe ever known 
since the settlement of the country. 

New Orleans, Jan- 13.- -The inaugura- 
tion of the two Governors passed off 
quietly. 

Nicw York. Jan. 14.— A London letter 
says that the retirement of Bismarck 
from the Prussian Cabinet, is really due 
to a difference bet ween him and the Em- 
peror on tho church question. The 
King became alarmed at Bismarck's 
course towards the Catholics, and de- 
clined further to follow him in his policy. 

Minneapolis, Minn. Jan. 11. — The 
storm on the St Paul and Pacific Rail- 
road was the severest ever known. At a 
station called Kirkhrven there were sever- 
al farmers in town when the storm burst 
upon them. They left for home with 
their teams and very few have been heard 
from. One wagon was found containing 
two ladies, Mrs. Poland and Berry , frozen 
to death. 

Many teams, both oxon and horses, 
were found frozen death, and the fate of 
the owners unknown, 

California. 

San Francisco, Jan. 14. — The tho 
jury in the case of Chas. A. Russell, in- 
dicted for the murder of James Crotty, 
returned a verdict this evening of guilty 
of murder in the first degree. Rudsell re- 
ceived tho verdict without visible emo- 
tion and upon adjournment of tho court, 
walked out of the room smoking a cigar. 

The project for an Odd Fellow's Homo 
and College for Orphans, was finally 
abandoned to-day. Ton thousand dollars, 
subscribed by various lodges, was order- 
ed to bo returned to the subscribers. 

A Chinaman and a Chinawoman agreed 
to kill themselves lust night. Ho pro- 
cured som.0 arsenic, divided tho poison, 
oaoh took a dcis.o. He died but tho wo- 
man's lifo was with great difficulty saved 
by a physician. 

Alex. Cambell, counsel for Arnold and 
Slack, of diamond notoriety, appeared in 
the Municipal Court to-day, ami request- 
ed to seo the indict mcnt against his cli- 
ents. Tho Court refused to grant his ro- 
quest, as it was necessary to the ends of 
justice, to keep their character sucrot for 
tho present. 

Utah 

Salt Lake, Jan, 14.— A dispatch from 
Little Cottonwood, reports tho snow to 
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bo eight foot deep, ami still falling. Sov« 
end slides occurred during the week, but 
no ono was hurt: auow has fallen every 
day for a month. 

Canada. 

Ottawa (Can.), Jan. 13.— Langevin 
Minister of Public Works, and Sir John 
A. Macdonald, woro examined to-day in 
tho interest of the British Government, 
to show that thero was no knowledge on 
the part of the Canadian authorities prior 
to the occurrence of the St. Albans raid 
and Lake affairs or any other intention to 
violate the laws of neutrality.
